(D*The Washington Monument, erected by the 
State of Virginia on the Capital Square at Rich- 
mond, which is crowned by Crawford’s Bronze 
Equestrian Statue of the Rather of bis Coun- 
try, has now around it, and on the base of the 
monument, the statues of George Mason, Pat 
rick Henry, and Thomas Jefferson— three of 
Virginia’s most illustrious sons. The Legisla 
ture of Virginia has ordered also a statue of 
Gen. Andrew Lewis to he placed with those al- 
ready erected. We clip the following, in rela- 
tion to General Lewis’ history, from the Rich 
moud Daily Dispatch: 

The Washington Monument — Gen. An- 
drew Lewis. 

We transferred to our columns a short time 
ago a paragraph from a Rome correspondent of 
the Richmond Enquirer , giving a description of 
the progress which Mr. Rogers, the distinguished 
sculptor, is making with the remaining statues. 
The figures are all spoken of as admirable; that 
of Gen. Lewis, especially, excites great admira 
tion. A sketch of the life of this distinguished 
person may not be without interest 

Gen. Andrew Lewis resided on the Roanoke, 
in Botetourt county. His father was John Lew 
is, a native and citizen of Ireland, descended 
from a Huguenot family who took refuge lo that 
country from Prance. His rank was that of an 
Esquire, and he inherited a considerable proper- 
ty which he increased by industry and frugality. 
He married Matg.irct Lynn, daughter of the laird 
of Loch Lynn, who was the descendant of the 
chieftains of a once powerful clan in the Scottish 
High'atids By this marriage he had four sons, 
three ol them, Thomas, Andrew aud William, 
born in Ireland, and Charles born a few months 
alter the settlement of the family in Virginia.— 
Tiie settlement ol John Lewis was a few miles 
below the site of the town of Staunton, on the 
stream which still bears his name. Patents are 
still extant, by which the king granted to him 
a large portion of the fair domain of Western 
Virginia. 

It may be doubted whether the annals of any 
war furnish a parallel to the cool acd desperate 
courage and sleepless activity on the part of the 
whites, and the fierceness, cunning, and barbari- 
ty on the part of the Indians, which followed the 

settlement of the whites in Western Virginia. 

In this long aud bloody struggle, the four sons 
ot John Lewis, who had himself become stricken 
in years, were the acknowledged leaders. The 
de-perate courage aud physical energy of the 
father had descended to each and all of that he- 
roic family. During the whole of tiie Indian 
war, Charles Lewis, the youngest eon of John, 
is said never to have spent one month at a time 
out of active and arduous service. There are 
few families among the descendants of the border 
riflemen of Virginia, where bis name aud deeds 
are not as familiar as household words. During 
this war, an attack was made upon the settlement 
of Fort Lewis, at a time when the whole force 
was out on active duty. The fort was occupied 
oely by John Lewis, then very old and infirm, 
his wile, and two young women, who were so 
much alirmed that they scarce moved from their 
sears upon the ground floor of the fort. John 
Lewis, however, opened a port hole where he stu 
tioued himself, firing at the savages, while Mar- 
garet reloaded the guns. In this manner he sus- 
tained a siege of six hours, during which he kill- 
ed upwards of a score of savages, when he was 
relieved by the appearance ol iiis parly. The 
havoc wrought by Andrew, Charles nnd the rest 
of the Lewis family, among the Indians, is amus 
ingly illustrated by an anecdote related in 
“Howe’s Historical Collections of Virginia,” to 
which we are indebted lor these facts. The 
white, or wild clover is of indigenous growth; 
the red was introduced by John Lewis, and it 
was currently reported by their prophets, and be 
lieved by the Indians generally, that the blood 
of the red men slain by the Lewises aud their 
followers had dyed the trefoil to its sanguine hue. 
Another anecdote is given by the same authority, 
showing in the succeeding generation an example 
of heroism aud sell devotion which was never 
surpassed in Roman days. When the British 
force under Tarleton drove the Legislature from 
Charlottesville to Staunton, volunteers were call- 
ed for to prevent the passage of the British through 
the mountain at Rock fish Gap. The elder sons ol 
Wm. Lewis, (thiidsou ol John, who then resided 
at the old fort so signally illustrated by its gal- 
lant defense by his father and mother,) wereab 
sent with the Northern army. Three sons, how 
ever, were at home, whose ages were 17, 15 and 
13 years- Their mother called them to her and 
bade them fly to tho defense of their native land. 
“Go, my children,” said she, “I spare not mv 
youngest, my lair haired boy, the comfort of mv 
declining years. 1 devote you all to my country. 
Keep back the foot of the invader from the soil 
of Augusta or see my face no more.” When 
this incident was related to Washington shortly 
alter its occurrence, be enthusiastically exclaim 
ed: “Leave me but a banner to plant upon the 
mountains of Augusta, nnd I will rally around 
me the men who will lift our bleeding country 
from the dust, and set her free." 

Of all the gallant sons of John Lewis, the most 
distinguished was Gen. Andrew Lewis, whose 
statue 19 about to be placed on tho Washington 
Monument. From a certain native reserve ot 
character, lie was not, peihaps, ns popular as 
Charles, who was as distinguished for bonhommie 
as lor courage, hut he combined the qualities of 
wisdom, moderation, and sound judgment, with 
the most indomitable valor, to an extent not sur 
passed by any man of his day, unless Gen. Wash 
ington be an exception. Indeed, such was Wa6h 
ingtop’s own opinion of his extraordinary milita 
ry skill and personal courage that when Wash 
ington was commissioned as Commander in 
Chief, he expressed a wish that the appointment 
had been given to Gen. Lewis. In intrepidity of 
soul Richard of the Lion Heart was not his su 
ptrior, and he had a personal presence which in 
dicaled the commanding will and energies of the 
spirit within. “Gen. Lewis,” says Stuart in his 
Historical Memoir, "was upwards of six feet 
high, of uncommon strength and agility, and bis 
form of the most exact symmetry. He had 
stern and invincible countenance, and was of a 
reserved and distant deportment, which tendered 
bis presence more awful than engaging. He was 
a commissioner with Dr. Thomas Walker, to 
hold a treaty, on behalf of the Colony of Vir 
ginia, with the six nations of Indiana, together 
with the commissioners of Pennsylvania, New 
Yoik, aud other Eastern provinces, held at Fort 
E auwix, in the province of New York in the 
year 1763. It was then remarked by tho Gjv 
ernor of New York, that ‘the earth seemed to 
tremble under him as he walked along.’ ” 

In Braddock’a war, Gen. Lewis was in n com 
patiy in which were all his brothers, the eldest 
being the captain. This corps, with some other 
of the Virginia troops, led tiie advance, and 
were first attacked by the enemy. Severed from 
the rest of the army, they cut their way through 
the enemy to their companions, with the loss of 
many men. He served as Major at Fort 
Duquesne, where he acquired the highest repu 
tation for prudence and courage. It was, how 
ever, as commander in chief of the Virginia 
troops, at the battle of Point Pleasant, that he 
achieved his chief reputation. The Indian army 
was composed of warriors from the different na- 
tions north of the Ohio, and composed tiie flower 
of the Shav#nee, Delaware, Mingo, Wyandotte 
and Cayuga tribes, led on by the famous Red 
Hawk, a Delaware chief; Suppothus, a Mingo; 
Elinipsico, a Shawanee, and son to Cornstalk; 
Cbiyawee, a Wyandotte; and Logan, a Cayuga; 
and, at the head of the whole, Cornstalk. King 
of the Northern Confederacy, one of the most 
distinguished chiefs and consummate warriors 
who ever lived upon this continent. His plan of 
battle was admirable, aDd it was executed with 
a ferocious courage and perseverance almost un- 
paralleled in Indian warfare. The battle lasted 
from sunrise till sunset, but was at last decided 
by a brilliant military manosuvre of the Com 
which resulted in driving the 



of Virginia troops was killed and wounded. 
“This battle,” says Col. Stuart in his historical 
memior, “was, in fact, the beginning of tho rev- 
olutionary war, that obtained for our country the 
liberty and independence enjoyed by the United 
States — and a good presage of future success; 
for it is well known that the Indians were in- 
fluenced by the British to commence the war, to 
terrify and confound the people, before they 
commenced hostilities themselves the following 
year, at Lexington. It wa9 thought by British 
politicians, that to excite an “Indian war, would 
prevent a combination of the colonies for op 
posing parliamentary measures to tax the Amer- 
icans ” Among the gentlemen of high reputa 
tion in private life, who were officers in this 
memorable battle, were Gen. Isaac Shelby, the 
first Governor of Kentucky, and afterwards 
Secretary of War; Gen. William Campbell, and 
Col. John Campbell, heroes of King’s Mountaiu 
and Long Island; Gen. Evan Shelby, afterwards 
a favorite citizen of Tennessee; Col. William 
Fleming, an active Governor of Virginia during 
the Revolutionary war; Gen. Andrew Moore, of 
Rockbridge, afterwards U. S. Senator from Vir- 
ginia; Col. John Stewart, of Greenbrier; Gen. 
l’ate, of Washington; Col. Wm. McKee, of 
Lincoln county, Kentucky; Col. John Steele, 
alterwards Governor of Mississippi Territory; 
Col. Charles Cameron, of Bath; Gen. Bnzaieel 
Wells, of Ohio, and Gen. George Matthews, a 
distinguished officer of the Revolution, Gov- 
ernor of Georgia and U. S. Senator from that 
State 

Gen. Lewis commanded the Virginia troops 
when Lord Dunmore was driven from Gwynn’s 
Island, in 1776, and announced his orders for 
attacking the enemy by putting a match to the 
first gun, an eighteen pounder, himself. He 
died, in Bedford county, in 1780. 

Such is a brief sketch of the career of one 
of the most illustrious of Virginia’s great men 
Mr. Rogers is said to have entered upon the 
statue of Lewis con amore, and to have achieved 
a brilliant success. Having procured an ad- 



mirable photograph of a venerable descendant 
of John Lewis, still living — Gen. Samuel H. 
Lewis, of Rockingham, between whom and Gen. 
Andrew 11. Lewis, there is said to be a striking 
family resemblance — the likeness of the Moun 
lain Chieftain will be faithfully preserved In a 
work of art, which, if all we learu of it be true, 
will be worthy of its subject, and will place the 
name of Rogers in tho front rank of the sculp 
tors of America. 



Louisville Challenge Cur. — R. A. Alexan- 
der, Esq., of Woodford county, Kentucky, has 
drawn up the following stake, which is likely to 
prove the most interesting one ever proposed in 
the United States. We take great pleasure in 
submitting it to the attention of breeders and 
turfmen: 

A piece of plate of the value of $1,000, to be 
bought by public subscription, which, when pur- 
chased, shall be delivered to tbe Treasurer of 
the Woodburu Association, by him to be kept 
till run for by horses, mares and geldings carry- 
ing weight lor age according to the rules of the 
Association, a race of a single dash of four 
miles, under tbe following conditions: 

The race for the cup shall be like a stake race, 
to be run on tbe Saturday previous to the regu- 
lar Autumn meeting, $500 entrance. Each per 
son desirous of comending lor it shall muke a 
sealed entry on Wednesday of the regular 
Spring meeting on the Woodlawn Course pre- 
vious to tbe Autumn meeting at which he pro- 
poses to run, stating tbe name, age, color and 
pedigree of tbe horse, mare or gelding be pro 
pose3 to run, in w hich shall be enclosed the tor- 
feit money, $250. The challenge to be accept- 
ed by notice to the Secretary by the following 
Saturday, or the cup to be delivered up to tbe 
Secretary. 

The entries, forfeits and cup, together with 
such money as the Club shall add, are to be hand 
ed to the winner of the race by the Treasurer, 
on the order of the President of tho Club, the 
said winner giving bonds, with approved securi 
ty, to the amount of $1,500, that he will return 
said cup to the Treasurer of the Club on the Sat 
urJitv previous to the first regular Autumn meet- 
ing alter he shall have been challenged for it, 
when he, or any one else, may again run for it, 
having challenged, or accepted the challenge, as 
above directed. 

Should any one desire to do so he may chal 
lenge with, or accept the challenge with, any 
number of horses, by inclosing forfeits os in a 
stake race. 

Any one person winning the cup three years 
it) succession, or holding it during that time 
without its baviog been won from him, shall 
become the absolute owner of tbe said challenge 
cup. 

A number of permanent slakes of this 
description would add very much to the 
terest of our racing, and we therefore trust that 
the above will become a fixed fact.

Another Japanese Letter 

ZKOUGHT TO LIGHT BT A FOBTUNATI MISTAKE - 

Prince Mooragake writes again to the emperor’s 
armor bearer and discoursed on politics — Moor a 
gake is puzzled to understand the institutions of this 
country — on the whole he thinks that they do things 
better in Jeddo. 

For the possession of this letter we are indebt 
ed to a mistake which occurred at the VV ashing 
ton Post-office. In makiug up t’ne foreign mails, 
this letter, by an inadvertence of the distributor, 
was sent to Virginia iustead of to Japan. As 
there was sometbiug very mysterious about the 
exterior of the document, it was forwarded by 
the Richmond Po3t master to Gov. Wise. Gov. 
Wise could not read the letter, but with that 
astuteness for which ho is so justly celebrated, 
he instantly divined that anything beyond his 
comprehension must be well worth knowing 
and of importance to the State. A special ses- 
sion of the Legislature was immediately ordered 
and this document was laid before the body. — 
The Speaker of the Assembly, who had lately 
been carrying on a correspondence with the Tri- 
bune as to the best and speediest way of dissolv- 
ing tbe Union, after a careful examination of the 
haudwriting, declared it to be that of Horace 
Greeley . Gov. Wise at once surmised that there 
was an Ethiopian in the woodpile, and that this 
letter had something to do with another invasion 
of that State which he has sworn to protect, and 
will die to defend. But as no one was able to 
decipher (he cabalistic characters, the document 
\va9 forwarded to the foreman of the Times ea 
tablishment; it being well known throughout tbe

To Moonski, the Son of Frum : 

Though distant from the shores of Niphon, oh, 
thou loved one of the Planets, my soul goes across 
the waters, and all its thoughts are with thee. — 
Not even the smiles, which tbe lavish maidens 
of this land shower on ever stranger as the sun 
does bis beams, can win my heart from Jeddo. 
Again do I pour out the sentiments of my soul 
upon paper, that the swift ships of this people may 
bear them to the bosom of tbe armor bearer whom 
Mooragake love9. 

It were not well, oh son of Frum, to institute 
a comparison between the institutions of this 
country and those of Niphon, for the reason that 
this country i9 yet young. Civilization ns thou 
can’st well divine, is not attained in a day. The

If a terrible filibuster, whose name 
is Greeley, who is represented as riding upon a 
black horse, and who lately slew the great Kami 
of the Re-pub-li-caos in & single combat at Cbi- 
ca go, should also kill Hon-est-Abe, Hee nan 
will be made Tycoon, and a She-nan will reign 
Queen. 

It were not well, oh, son of Frum, to speak at 
greater length of the institutions of this people 
They are easily moved to anger, and already have 
they put our souls to torture. Simme Bu-zen-no- 
Kami, for treading upon the toe of the Tycoon, 
w as obliged to stand bareheaded in the sun while 
the chief of torturers, called Speci al Ar-tist, dis- 
torted his features upon paper. And now they 
threaten to deliver us up to the Com mon Coun- 
cil men of New York, whose faces are unwash- 
ed, and whose beards smell of tobacco. May 
Niu Rai preservo bis servants in this strange 
lad. Give my love unto the maidens of Ni 
phon; say that my heart is with them, and the 
rest of my anatomy will soon follow. As lor 
thee, may the skies drop their dews upon thee, 
and the love of Niu Rai deck thy temples with 
precious pearls.

Bell and Kverett. 

The Selma (Ala.,) Reporter closes a well con- 
ceived and better expressed editorial on the uom 
tuation ot the Constitutional Union party as fol- 
lows: “The country has for some years past, we 

think, been passim; through one of those ordeals 
that shake it from centre to circumference, but 
from which it has on every occasion thus far 
emerged with renewed vigor, with renewed pros- 
perity, with iucreasiug power and grandeur, sha- 
king off tbe shackles that had lastened them- 
selves upon It, bounding again like a youDg 
giaot into the arena, and taking again its eagle 
flight onward, and upward toward the sun, in 
nothing damaged by the evils that had afflicted 
It. This ordeal has been the slavery agitation. 
It had seemed to increase in rancor and extent 
until the whole land had been involved in it, and 
manv great and good men bad begun to think 
that the end was indeed drawing nigh. Last fall, 
it received a new, and almost Satanic impetus. 
The wiods seemed to bo loose, and the fiends of 
discord flapped their hateful wings and uttered 
their vulture screams. They hasten to the prey 
— the unclean birds. But the prey was not to be 
round- The laith of Washington was again vin- 
dicated. The evil culminated. People paused 
to ask of each other what was before them; and 
pausing, they saw that it was necessary to retrace 
their steps. A reaction began, and a reaction 
has since been going on. Nevertheless it seem- 
ed dot easy to discover in what definite way 
peace, harmony and good feeling were to be re- 
stored, to such a fury had angry passions been 
lashed up. A Presidential campaign was ap- 
proaching and a geographical contest seemed im- 
minent. This wus deemed an evil of frightful 
import It was that which Washington solemn 
ly warned his countrymen against. Wbat bad 
for years been a great national party had been rent 
with feuds. Its representatives went into con- 
vention, tbe storm passed over it, and it lay in 
ruins. The geographical breach then began to 
widen. A sectional party at the North was ready 
to take advantage of the schism, and inaugurate 
a sectional triumph. Suddenly a bow of promise 
was seen spanning the entire horizon. Relief bad 
come, and to-day the country breathes freely. — 
As usual, in the history of this country, when 
the danger appeared greater, succor came. A 
National standard has been set up, and East, 
West. North, aud South, patriotic hearts rally 
confidently arouud it We feel that a gull 
has been bridged, and the geographical line ex 
tinguished. Never, since the days of Washing 
ton, were two names presented to the country 
more truly uational, more truly meritorious, 
more truly constitutional, and more truly conser 
vatlve than those of John Bell and Edward 
Everett" 

Katificatiom Mektino in Connecticut. — A 
meeting lor tbe ratification ol the Union nomi- 
nations made at Baltimore, was held at New 
Haven on Wednesday, June 6th. John R. 
Robertson of New Haven, was chosen President. 
The first speaker was Austin Baldwin, of Mid 
dletowD, who declared that tbe Baltimore Con 
vention had presented the two brightest names of 
the country for the offices of President and Vice 
President of the United States. He concluded 
by luttodueing Major Henry, of Tennessee, who, 
In the course of his speech, described the sec 
tional character of the Republican party, and 
pictured the tremendous ruin that must surely 
follow the election of Us candidates. He show 
ed the mutual dependence of the North and 
South. Tbe Constitutional Union party, he said, 
bears tbe olive branch — the signal and the token 
of tbe peace that will follow the auccera of Us 
candidates. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Revived, That we most heartily approve and 
ratify the nominations made by the Consti 
tutional Union party at Baltimore, of John 
Bell, of Tennessee, fur President, and Ed 
ward Everett, of Massachusetts, for Vice 
President, and that we pledge them our 
earnest support in the coining Presidential cam 

P»'g»- . . 

Resolved, That tbe statement ot principles as 
adopted at Baltimore we hereby reaffirm, believ- 
ing them to be a good enough platform for us. 

What Rascautt. — A few days since Forney 
testified before tho Covode Committee that he 
had been offered the consulate to Liverpool or tbe 
mission to Russia or Prussia, if he would acqui- 
esce in the policy of the administration, which 
offers he declined. Wendell also testified before 
the same committee that he carried $10,000 in 
his pocket for weeks to present to Col. Forney, 
and, if necessary, was authorized to increase it to 
$20,000 or $25,000, if be would accept the Liv 
•rpool consulate or the mission to one of the 
great powers of Europe. Was there ever such un- 
mitigated rascality heard of before? "Oh shame, 
where is tby blush’" 

Dill and Everett Ticeet. — The New York 
Herald after remarking that "the Republican pa- 
oers siog tbe same tune ‘honest Abe,’ ‘honest 
Abe,’ ‘honest Abe,’ continuously, as if Abe was 
tbe only honest man in the Union,” says: “Mr. 
Bell is equally as honest and ten time9 as capa- 
ble. Why do we not hear anything about *bon 
est John Bell?’ Is old Abe to monopolize all the 
credit for integrity that the political world has to 
bestow? Mr. Bell, through an extended public 
career, occupying the highest positions, has al 
ways kept his record bright and clear. Perhaps 
this circumstance will be more clearly developed 
as the canvass goes on.” 

tCTHou. Bailie PeytOD, of Tennessee, who 
spoke at a ratification moeting a few days ago, 
said that the corruption of those in power at 
Washington is so great that “the man in the 
moon has to hold his nose as he passes over that 
city.” 

EFAn extra session of the Massachusetts Leg' 
islature has indorsed the recent speech of Mr' 
Sumner, after a warm debate, by a vote of 86 
yoas to 44 nays.

Tbe work of that Convention is now complete, 
and it only remains for the patrons and suppor- 
ters of tbo Constitutional Union movement 
throughout the country to promote by all honor- 
able efforts the good cause which finds such 
worthy embodiment in the illustrious names of 
the eminent statesmen selected to be Us standard 
bearer. 

Having already stated some of the grounds on 
which we shall give to this cause and its candi- 
dates our hearty and unhesitating support, we 
have only to add, for the present, that we shall 
take au early occasion to define with more panic 
ularity the nature of its claims upon tbe confi 
deuce of our countrymen, as in the approaching 
canvass we shall doubtless find frequent occasion 
to eulorce them. When tbe present chaotic 
9tateof the political elements shall have assumed 
a definite form in the several programmes an 
uounced by each and all of the parlies competing 
for the supremacy, it will be easy to institute a 
comparison between their respective pretensions 
to the support of the people. And we there 
fore propose at an early day, in such a review of 
“Parties and their Principles,” to subject the 
avowed motives, policy, and objects ol each to a 
candid analysis, assured as wc are that the cause 
which wc advocate has nothing to fear, but 
much to hope from any appeal addressed to the 
impartial judgment of the people. 

O’Mr. R. A. Alexander's anuual cattle sale 
took place on Wednesday, the 13tb instant. — 
There was a pretty fair attendance of buyers and 
others, but we understand that’the crowd was not 
as large as it has been at some of big other sales. 
There were several gentlemen from Missouri, 
Alabama, New York, Ohio, Indiana, and Con- 
necticut, who made purchases of stock. The 
prices paid, we think, were rather higher than 
last year; some of the cattle, we thought, were 
well sold, while others were low. Twenty bulls 
were sold for $3,165, the prices varying from 
$35 to $3611. Eighteen cows and heifers sold fot 
$2,747 50, at prices from $70 to $295. Fifteen 
Southdown sheep — nine bucks and six ewes — all 
yearlings, sold for $585, at prices varying from 
$26 to $71. 

The whole amount of the sale was $6,497 50 — 
not as large a sum as some of his former sales, 
and there were not as many animals sold. 



ETA railroad accident of a very serious nature 
happened near thie city on Wednesday evening 
As the freight train for Lexington was passing 
through the farm of Gen. A. W. Dodlev, about 
two miles from town, the locomotive boiler ex 
ploded, rendering the locomotive and tender and 
several of the cars a complete wreck; and the 
locomotive was precipitated down an embank 
mem, and the engineer, (Mr. Walker Chau 
beks,1 was thrown a considerable distance, and, 
we fear, fatally injured. Mr. Vacaro, the fire 
man, was blown some one or two hundred feet, 
fearfully maDgled, and instantly killed. No one 
else was hurt, but the track was considerably torn 
up, and tbe train from Lexington was prevented 
from coming on by the broken cars and torn up 
track. 

Mr. Chambers, the engineer, is still living, 
though he is in u very precarious condition, being 
badly scalded and otherwise much injured, but 
we understand that there is a bare possibility of 
his recovery.

Keceders Convention- 

Second Dag's Proceeding ». 

Richmond, June 12. 

The proceedings of the Convention were open 
ed with prayer bv Rev. Dr. Duncao. Mr. Cal 
hounofS.C., son of John C. Calhoun, from 
Committee on Permanent Organization, made 
the following report, which was adopted: For 
President, John Erwin, of Ala.; with one Vice 
President and Secretarv from each State, with 
the exception of New York. 

The temporary Chairman then retired, after 
making a brief but eloquent speech, concluding 
with the hope that the result of their delibera- 
tions might be such as to preserve the Constitu- 
tion inviolate. 

Mr. Erwin was conducted to the chair, when 
he delivered an address to the Convention, ex 
plaining the position of the South, whose duty, 
he said, is to protect its owu rights, to unfurl its 
flag to the breeze, and to firmly and proudly 
march ou, demanding that the Constitution shall 
be preserved. He would say nothing in favor of, 
or against going to Baltimore; but whatever is 
done we must strangle this serpent, squatter sov- 
ereignty. lie denied tbe imputation that their pur 
pose wus disunion. Tbe Northern Democrats 
have gone in pursuit of a false god that tbe 
South cannot worship, and we must endeavor to 
bring them back to tbo true faith. He earnestly 
hoped that their deliberations here would result 
not only in securing our own rights but tbe wel- 
fare of the whole country. 

Mr Middleton, of S. C., Chairman of the 
Committee on Credentials, desired to be dis 
charged from the further consideration of tbe 
National Hall delegates. He said they had in 
formed the Committee that they did not come 
hero as delegates, but as commissioners from 
New York to consult with us in a fraternal fell 
ing. 

The Committee was discharged from further 
dutv in reference thereto, and the New York 
commissioners were invited to seats on the floor, 
but not. as delegates. 

A motion was made to appoint a Committee on 
Business. 

Mr. Hatch of N. C., offered as a substitute the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the delegates to tnis Conven- 
tion having been appointed on the basis of the 
majority platform ndopted at Charleston, we 
deem it unnecessary to take any further action in 
relation to a platform at the present time. 

Resolved, That when this convention adjourn, 
it adjourn to meet in Richmond, on the 25th of 
June, unless the President should deem it neces 
sarv to call the Convention sooner. 

Mr. Davidson, of Alabama, moved that after 
the word “Charleston” there be inserted tbe words 
‘which we heartily approve.” 

A motion was made to refer the amendment 
and resolutions to a select committee 

Mr. Meek, ot Alabama, hoped that a direct 
vote could be taken on the resolutions. 

After considerable debate, Mr. Yancey suggest- 
ed that a committee on resolutions be raised, 
and that all tbe resolutions and amendments be 
referred to it without debate. 

Mr. Barry, of Mississippi, said that these res 
olulioDS were prepared and informally submitted 
to all the delegates, aud having been approved 
by a majority of all the delegations, with the 
understanding that they should be adopted with- 
out discussion, he thought that a vote should 
be taken direct upon them. 

Mr Hunter, ol Louisiana, moved the previous 
question. He was surprised that, after the full 
and formal understaudiug, there should be oppo- 
sition to a direct vote on the resolutions to avoid 
ail discussion. 

Mr. Jones, of Ga., said it would be highly im 
proper to take any actiou at this time on the 
plailorm. We expect, should we not be able to 
harmonize at Baltimore, to have Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Missouri, North Carolina, Delaware, 
Maryland, and Virginia in the convention with 
us when we re assemble, and it would be improp- 
er for us to take any action now on a platform. 
The vole was theu taken on resolutions and 
adopted unanimously, with the exception of the 
rote of South Carolina, Mr. Rhelt announcing 
that the delegates from that State were ready to 
proceed at ouue to tbe business for which they 
were delegated. 

On motion, the day of re assembling of 
the convention was changed to Thursday, tbe 
21st. 

The committee on credentials reported that 
delegates were present from Arkansas, Alabama, 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, South Carolina, 
and Georgia, the second district of Tennessee aud 
the seventh district ot Virginia. 

A letter from the New York commissioners 
wss read declaring that they are here as promo 
ters of peace and harmony, and that they are 
also here to give the assurance that New York 
would be found true to the South should a crisis 
arrive. 

Col. Baldwin of Syracuse said that New York 
came here to assist to throw the oil ou tbe trou 
bled waters, to urge you to do as you have, to 
take no decisive action, but to go to Baltimore. 
The commissioners lie said, agreed with this con- 
vention in deploring the nomination of an ittdi 
vidual whose selection would be ns injurious to 
himself, us it would be destructive to the Demo- 
cratic party, and dangerous to the Uuion. Mr. 
Baldwin proceeded, at some length, to deprecate 
the dissolution of the Union and to say that he 
was one of those who could not see bow the Un 
ion could be dissolved. 

Mr. Dawson, of Ga., called gentleman to or 
der. 

Mr. Baldwin resumed and continued fora few 
minutes in tbe same strain, when— 

Mr. Barry, of Miss , arose and said, while we 
of the Soutn have avoided ull discission of the 
question, we cannot permit others to open the 
discussion. W e have allowed the geullemau 
from New York to speak, by courtesy, and be 
has abused that courtesy. 

Mr. Baldwin resumed, and was speaking when 
a motion to adjourn was made and carried unan- 
imously. 

Cries were made for a speech from Mr. Yancey 
but he declined, saying he had much labor before 
him at Washington and Baltimore, aud would 
take occasion to address the citizens of Rich- 
mond on his return.

Ills proposed to hold the first encampment lu the 
vlciuity of Louisville, beginning hbout tbo lcilh of July, 
aud continuing from four to six days. Ibe Captains of 
Companies who receive thiscircular will report, as s<>on 
as practicable, whether or not their Coin oaules are will 
ing to attend on the conditions mentioned; and f they 
cau be present, they will report, as nearly as possible 
thenumoer of members who will certainly nlleud; spe- 
cifying the number ot officers, non-commissioned otll 
cers, and privates. It is Important to have this mfor- 
mat.on immediately al Headquarter*. It not received 
very early in July, it will probab v be too late to make 
the necessary preparations to receive them In camp 
Measures have been taken, which, it is hoped, will re- 
sult in procuring tents in sufficient numbers to suppl' 
the wants of the Companies which are not provided with 
camp equipage of their own; but those Companies 
which attend the encampment must expect to provide 
themselves with every otlmr necessary.

ADJUTANT GENERAL’S ORDERS. 

Adjutant Ginkra!.’* Uma, ( 
Frankfort, April 17, lddu. | 

B Y direction of the Governor or the state, iheatteu- 
tlon of the proper civil officer* is called to the fol- 
lowing provisions of the new Military Law, which re- 
late to the enrollment of the whole boily of the Militia, 
viz: 

aKTICLK 11. 

1. 1 he Enrolled Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied white male persons between the ages of eighteen 
aud lorty -five years, who may be citizens or resident* of 
the State, except persons who have served not less than 
five years in the army or navy of the United Slate*, per- 
sous who may be active members of the Volunteer Mil. 
ltia, and persons alreadv exempt from military sendee 
by the laws of the United .States or of this State. 

2. It shall be the duty of the assessors to prepare 
a list annually of all person* liable to be enrolled liv 
ing within the respective limits; and they shall annual- 
ly make out a roll or list of all such names, and place It, 
before the first day of June, in the hands of the clerk 
of the county court of the county lu which such persons 
live; and it shall be the duty of every such clerk, im 
mediately thereafter, to record said roll or list of names, 
in a book to be provided for that purpose. In the name 
manner as other books of record are provided; aud 
such record shall be deemed a sufflcenl notification U* 
all persons whose names are thus recorded, that they 
have been enrolled in the Militia. 

4. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant General of the 
Slate, prior to the first day of September in every year, 
au annual return, stating the number of the Militia of 
such county that have been enrolled. 

5. That for the services required by this act. of the 
assessor aud county court clerk, there shall be allowed 
to each of those, officers the sum of one cent for each 
name returned by the assessor ai.d enrolled by the clerk 

6. All county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discharge of 
specific duties under this act, who shull neglect or re- 



fuse to obey the provisions ol the law herein specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor less 
ibau twenty dollars for each and every offense, to be 



recovered iu any court of competent jurisdiction, for 
the use of the Commonwealth. 

7. For the purpose of organizing the Enrolled Ml 
lltia, each county shall be considered a regimental dis- 
trict; and ail existing military district* and offices there 
in are hereby abolished. 

*$8. At the first annual election held alter the pas 
sage of this act, a Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel shall 
be elected by tbe persons In each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, iu the same muuuer, aud at the 
same lime and places, and under the same forms, that 
civil officers ure chosen at said election; and the result 
of the election for such Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
shall be certified by the board of examiners to the Ad- 
Jatuut General of the Stale; and In the event of a va 
cancy occurring or existing in either of said offices, il 
shall be filled iu the same manner as is above provided, 
at the next ensuing annual election; but the command- 
er-in-chief shall have authority to order a special elec- 
tion to fill such vacancy.” 

The objects of the above sections of the law are, first- 
ly, to obtain a full enrollment of the entire Militia of 
the Stale, with a view of enabling tho Adjutant Generul 
to make a complete return to the general government, 
as a busls on which to draw our full quota of arms; aud, 
secondly to provide, by the election of proper officers 
in every county, for a complete organization of the El 
rolled Militia into companies, baltallious aud regimeuts. 
The assessors will use every means to make their lists 
as complete as possible, aud the county clerks are de 
sired to make Iheir returns to my office as soon as prac- 
ticable after enrollment. The actual number of per 
sons enrolled, and not the names, will be reported by 
the county clerks to my office. 

Section 2 of Article IV make* It the special duty ol 
the Adjutant General to see that the “offices of Colonel 
and Lieutenant Colonel in each regimental district shall 
be constantly filled.” In obedience to this injunction, 
I therefore call the attention of the proper civil officers 
to Section 8, Article 11, herein quoted. A column will 
be opened in the poll books at every place of voting in 
each county, at the next August election, to record die 
vole* for the offices of Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel 
for the regimental district; and the board of examiners 
are desired to report the result of such election as early 
as practicable. All persons in the county liable to be 
enrolled, and no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
officers. 

As soon a* the Colonel 1* commissioned, Inst ructions 
will be given for his guidance lu organizing bis regl 
mental district.

Quaitermaster General’s Orders. 

Quartermaster General’s Orrics, / 
Frankfort, April 18, i860. | 

B Y direction of the Governor of the State, 1 hereby 
call the attention of tho commandants of existing 
military, organized under the old lnw, to the following 
provisions of the new Military Law,to-wit: 

‘•$25. Within niuety days alter the passage of this 
act every exlrting military company which has been fur- 
nished with Mate arms shall contorm to the require- 
ments of this act which relate to mustering new com- 
panies Into the State Guard; but It shall not be un abso 
lute requisite that such companies shall have the lull 
strength required for new companies, or that the mem- 
bers of such companies shall be eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer under the present organization 
of such companies shall muke out a statement of all 
arms, equipments, and public proporty In possession of 
the company and of Its members, and submit the *am« 
to the county Judge, who, If he deem it expedient, shall 
Indorse on said statement that It is with his sanction that 
said arms and equipments are held by said company; 
after which indorsement the arms and equipments sw 
described shall be charged against such county in like 
manner as if they had been issued as provided in cases 
of new companies mustered into the service under this 
act. The stutement of arms, thus indorsed, together 
with the commander’s report of the strength of the com- 
pany, shall be transmitted to the inspector generul, who 
shall cause the company to be mustered into the Stau 
Guard, and the election of officers to take place In the 
same manner as is provided for a new company. 

“$26. Should any existing company fail, within the 
required time, to comply with the ubove prescribed coo 
ditions, it shall be considered as disbanded; and it shall 
be the duty of the county attorney, or the Common 
weulth’* attorney for the district in which such disband- 
ed company existed, on the representation of any offi 
cer of the Active Militia, to take the necessary legal 
steps to obtaiu the restitution of the State arms and oth- 
er properly which had been issued for the use of such 
company. 

**$ 27. After the expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of this act, no person who is not a member of 
the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his possession, 
at any time, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the buie,ULles* they have been properly issued to such 
persou in pursuance of law, and he shall be permitted 
by proper authority to retain the same In the discharge 
of a public duty; and no person, whether of the Active 
Militia or not, shall use any public arms or equipments 
for his private use; under the penalty, in either of tbe 
above cases, of not less than five dollars for each offense, 
to be recovered before a justice of the peace, on Infor 
matlon by the county attorney; or in tbe case of a mem- 
ber ol the Active Militia, Il maybe recovered by son. 
lence of a court martial. 

“$ 28. No public arms or equipment* of any kind 
shall hereafter be Issued to any person not members of 
the Active Militia, except in time of war, insurrection, 
or public danger so imminent that >he commander-in- 
chief shall consider that the publio safety requires him 
to make the issue.” 

Disbanded companies to whom State anna have been 
issued since the year 1840, are hereby notified to return 
to tbe Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn by them 
by the first day of July, 1860, or their bonds will be pul 
Into the hands of the proper civil officers for collection
